G.S.F. 415(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Excise (18th Amendment) Rules, 1976, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette 

2, In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, in rule 174, after the third proviso, the following 
further proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided also that where an applicant docs not hold the written permission of the 
Textile Commissioner for the installation and working of powerlooms for the 
manufacture of cotton fabrics, the Central Board of Excise and Customs 
may, by order and subject to such terms and conditions as may be imposed 
in such Order, permit the grant or the renewal of licence to the applicant for 
the manufacture of such fabrics".
